Green, who has consistently up- 
held .George E. Browne, interna- 
tional president of the powerful 
theatrical unions, and Browne’s 
close associate, John P. Nick; in- 
dicted former czar of the opera- 
tors’ union, had insisted that the 
Central Trades exclude the opera- 
tors’ delegates on the ground they 
were not in good standing with the 
international union. 


In seating the delegates the Cen- 
tral Trades acted in conformance 
with a Circuit Court injunction, 
which ousted Nick from control of 
‘Local 143 and barred Browne, Nick 
and all members of the interna- 


ttional theatrical unions from inter- 


fering with the affairs of the local, 
|The injunction, issued as a tempo- 
rary order by Circuit Judge Ernest 
F. Oakley last April, recently be- 
came permanent after it was tp- 
held by the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals.

continuation proposal one of his 
key recommendations, and Repub- 
licans have said.they would make 
it a major campaign issue. Thus, 
it has come tobe Congress’ big 
debate of the year and Senate ora- 
tors on both sides were primed 
with arguments aimed at convinc- 
ing the undecided Senators. 


“Influence for Peace.” _ 


“Harrison “said“he thought 
the policy of extending to an na- 
tions which do not discriminate 
against American goods the same 
tariff reductions made in the sep- 
arate trade agreements promised 


‘to become the “greatcst influence 
to preserve and promote rational 


international trade and the main- 
tenance and preservation of peace.” 

Senator Pittman (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, leading off for opponents, 
said the program was unconstitu- 
tional because it does not provide 
for Senate ratification of trade 
agreements. The agreements real- 
ly are treaties, Pittman argued, 
and therefore should be subject to 
ratification by a vote of awathinde 
of the Senate. 

“It May seem. & small medias at 
the present time to delegate to the 
President the power to make trea- 
ties without ratification by the 
Senate,” he said, “but once estab- 
lish this precedent and those who 
fought our entry into the League 
of Nations and our adherence to the 
World Court may find they have no 
forum in which to discuss such 
agreements.” 


Cites G. O. P. Advocacy. 


Harrison said in his speech: 

“If the policy written in this res- 
olution is destroyed, if we as a 
Government tura our backs upon 
it—a policy which we inaugurated— 
if we renounce this program, we 
throw. to the winds an opportunity 
in the future to help the peoples of 
the world along rational, unselfish 
and just principles of international 
trade.” 

Harrison argued that partisan- 
ship should not enter into consider- 
ation of the legislation, pointing out 
that there was a lang record of Re- 
publican advocacy of reciprocal tar- 
iffs since the administration of 
President McKinley. 

Opposition to the system, he said, 
largely has come from agricultural 
and business interests because of 
their fear of the effect of tariff re- 
ductions that might be made in the 
future, rather than because of any 
ill-effects of the program during its 
six years of operation.

Justice Stone delivered the deci- 
sion that affirmed a ruling by the 
Southern New York Federal Dis 
trict Court which enjoined the cor- 
poration from requiring jobbers to 
procure licenses in order to handle 
the product. 

“Since the unlawful control’ over 
the jobbers was established and 
maintained by resort to the Heens- 
ing device,” Justice Stone said, “the 
decree rightfully suppressed it even 
though it had been or might con- 
tinue to be used for some lawful 
purposes. 

Factors in Consideration. 

“The Court was bound to frame 
its decree so as to suppress the un- 
lawful practices and to take such 
reasonable measures as would pre- 
clude their revival. 

“It could, in the exercise of its 
discretion, consider whether that 
could be accomplished effectively 
without disestablishing the licens- 
ing system, and whether there were 
countervailing reasons for continu- 
ing it as a necessary or 


proper

“Since the Court rightly con- 
cluded that these reasons were 
without substantial weight, it prop~ 
erly suppressed the means by which 
the unlawful restraint was 
achieved.”

business” of jobbing. 

No dissent was announced. Jus 
tices McReynolds and Roberts did

PHILADELPHIA, March 25 (AP). 
—A system of capital revision for 
the Curtis Publishing Co. was de- 
scribed as necessary today by 
President Walter D. Fuller in his 
annual report to stockholders. 

“If this can be accomplished,” 
he said, “we face a. most encour- 
aging decade of the 1940s.” 

Commenting on the “need for a 
realistic facing of the necessity 
for a revision of our capital struc- 
ture,” the President’s report said: 

“For a number of years it has 
been increasingly evident that our 
capital structure, built up during 
the prosperous days of the 1920s, 
when there was little radio and but 
slight magazine competition, is en- 
tirely out of line with present-day 
conditions and prospects. 

“The publishing business has 
changed materially during the last 
decade. Increased costs, new forms 
of taxation, increased competition, 
in its own field from new maga- 
zines, and the development of new 
media such as radio have served 
to reduce volume and margins of 
profits for all concerned.” 

The company’s financial report, 
also made today, listed. net income 
for 1939 as_$35,657,070 and earnings 
of $2,142,516, or 69 per cent. In 
1938 net income was $33,038,422 and 
earnings $1,276,162, or 3.90 per cent. 
The report showed unpaid arrear- 
ages on preferred stock as of April 
1, 1940, amount to about $14,000,000 
or $19.37% a share. 

An increase in net advertising 
income in 1939 of 8.18 per cent over 
1938 was reported. Fuller said that 
for the first quarter of 1940 there 
had been an advertising dollar gain 
of 68 per cent over a year ago, 
compared with an increase of 5.7 
per cent’ in the first quarter of 
1939,

WASHINGTON, March 25.-—La- 
bor relations in the automobile in- 
dustry on the whole appear to be 
gradually improving, as experience 
in collective bargaining is gained, 
according to the report of a study 
that has been completed at the 
Brookings Institution.

field work, which included many 
conferences with union officials, of- 
ficers of employers’ associations 
and personnel managers. The study 
covers makers of parts, bodies and 
tools and dies, as well as the actual 
manufacturers of motor vehicles. 
Among the subjects discussed are 
collective agreements, hours, griev- 
ance procedure, strikes and boy- 
cotts, wage rates, profit sharing, 
wage differentials, productivity and 
others of importance in employer- 
employe relations. — 
Acceptance of Unionism Gaining. 
The group companies which have 
accorded a whole-hearted accept- 
ance to the union, though small, is 
increasing, the report says. While 
most managers are reluctant to 
grant new concessions to the union, 
nearly all are apparently making 
a very sincere effort to assure suc- 
cessful functioning of the agree- 
ments they have signed. At the 
same time, the union is growing 
more responsible and is making a 
greater effort to assure observance 
of agreements, the author states. 
Working hours 
ticeably shortened since the advent 
of unionism, but the author points 
out that this change would have 
taken place anyway as a result of 
Federal legislation. The wage 
structure has been considerably al- 
tered. Extra pay for overtime and 
for night shifts has been introduced, 
and the use of piece rates has been 
sharply curtailed. 


Hourly earnings have been great-| 


ly increased, out the author finds 


it impossible to determine how much | >; 


of this rate has been due to influ- 
ence of the union, inasmuch as tne 
trend of wages in this industry has 
been steadily upward, interrupted 
only by the depression. The appar- 
ent fact that wage differentials be- 


tween organized and unorganized |, 


plants are now much greater than 
the contrasts between the same 
plants in pre-union times, indicaies, 


however, that the union has pruba- - 


bly been responsible fcr sore of the 
increase in the general level, the 
author says. | 
Gains Greatest in Bigger Cities. 
The union generally has been 
more successful in forcing up 
wages in the large cities than in 
the small ones, and this tends to 
accentuate the trend toward de- 
centralization and industrial migra- 
tion from high-wage areas, which 
as yet has not been extensive. The 


migration consists less of plants 2 


leaving large cities than of an in- 
creasing share of awailable busi- 
ness being obtained by open-shop 
plants in small communities; in 
these and seasonal peak in parts 
manufacture dovetails fairly well 
with the farm peak and a lower 
wage rate is therefore accepted. 

The report states. however, that 
automobile centers of Michigan can 
apparently stand an appreciable 
wage differential in favor of most 
other places because of the avail- 
ability of more suitable labor, lower 
transportation costs, high man- 
agerial efficiency and other ad- 
vantages. Further, it is noted that 
wage differentials are not always 
determined by the size of a city, 
as in the case of Chicago, whose 
wage rates are lower than those 
in some smaller cities of the Middle 
West. 

The necessity, from the union 
standpoint, of organizing lower- 
Wage areas and forcing wages to 
a point where there will be no 
competitive advantage over other 
areas has been increased by the 
union’s success in egtablishing sen- 
iority systems in organized plants. 
Although seniority protects 
average worker’s position in any 
given plant, the system makes it 
harder for a worker to obtain a 
new position if his company goes 
out of business. 

It is the aim of the union to 
standardize not only wage rates 
and labor conditions among com- 
peting plants, but also their labor 
productivity. The union contends 
that work has been speeded up so 
as to be detrimental to the health 
of the workers, and definitely 
seeks a slower rate of operations. 

Managers say that since the ad- 
vent of the union they have had 
more difficulty in inducing excep- 
tional employes to produce a cor- 
respondingly exceptional quality of 
product, and the author states that 
it is probably the tacit, if not offi- 
cial, policy of many local union 
executives to discourage above- 
standard output. 

Profit-sharing, says the author, 
is favored neither by union offi- 
cials nor by most companies. Al- 
though it wag listed as one of the 
10 major objectives of the original 
UAW, in 1936, by its president, 
other officials of the union never 
really desired it. They say that 
profit-sharing indicates that wage 
rates could and should have been 
higher. They look on it as a type 
of incentive even less desirable 


than the piece-rate system, and say| 


that the workers are inclined to 


adverse effects upon profits, such 
as scrapping equipment which is 
not entirely obsolete or fully depre- 
ciated. They fear employes would 


have been no- | 


judge the wisdom of such steps on 
the basis of short-run results. In 
addition, they believe this indus- 
try is particularly unsuited to 
profit sharing because its profits 
fluctuate so sharply. 

Establishment of an annual wage 
seems more remote than a year 
ago. Some managers appear ready 
to give serious consideration to 
such proposals the union 
would relax its limitations on over- 
time work, thus reducing the nee4 
of additional workers at peak pe- 
riods, but limitations of the Wage- 
Hour Act has raised new difficul- 
ties.

In War Zone 


Analysis of Poten- 
tial Moves by Hit- 
ler in the Next 
Few Days.

NE more week remains o 

March, Hitler’s month. If 

the Nazi Fuehrer fails to 
initiate and drive at least to 
partial success ai spectacular 
coup of some sort or other be- 
fore next Sunday the laugh will be 
on him. 

Failure to do so on his part may 
be the beginning of the end of his 
formidable reputation as the super- 
aggressor of Europe. It will be- 
come increasingly difficult for him 
to maintain that reputation if he 


continues to rely, for the fighting 
of his war, on oratory—and Russia. 
Therefore, this last week of March 
looms as a dark menace to Europe. 

What—if anything—will be done 
in March, 1940, by the man who 
struck so hard in March, 1936, 
against the Rhineland; in March, 
1938, against Austria; in March, 
1939, against what remained of 
Czecho-Slovakia? 

Already rumors of coming big 
deeds by Hitler have been heard. 
From Berlin, as well as from the 
capitals of his enemies, they have 
been seeping into the newspapers 
ever since the present month en- 
tered upon its course. Among the 
possibilities of MHitlerian action 
bandied about in dispatches from 
across the ocean the following four, 
it seems to me, deserve special at- 
tention: 

Chance of Drive in West. 


Hitler may launch a drive on 
France’s Maginot line. He may 
prefer such a direct blow against 
French and British to any sort of 
indirect assault. Of course, the Ger- 
man army, if it hurls itself against 
the great ‘maze of fortifications 
strung out along France’s north- 
eastern frontiers, will face a sure 
prospect of appalling loss in sol- 
diers’ .ives. But, ever since the 
Russians succeeded in smashing 
through fF inland’s Mannerheim 
line, a feeling has been growing 
among certain European military 
experts (including Germans) that 
it may pay after all to storm forti- 
fied zones instead of risking a long 
war entailing even greater loss of 
life. 

Moreover, the dictator of Nazi 
Germany may be tempted to “shoot 
the works” by the recent political 
crisis in France, which brought the 
substitution of Paul Reynaud for 
Edouard Daladier as French Pre- 
mier. Most observers in Paris and 
elsewhere believe that crisis to be 
over, but Berlin may judge other- 
wise. 

There is also the possibility of 
that long-rumored German thrust 
against the Allies by way of neu- 
tral territory in Western Europe. 
It might come through Holland or 
Belgium or Switzerland. Each pre- 
sents great difficulties and entails 
serious risks. Of the three little 
neutral nations fringing Germany's 
western borders, Holland would 
seem to be the most severely threat- 
ened. 

Still Rely on Submarines. 

Third, we have the possibility of 
intensified German U-boat warfare, 
combined with intensified attacks 
from the air on Allied shipping and 
land bases. Within the last few 
days reports have reached this 
country of the presence of a consid- 
erable flotilla of U-boats in the 
North Sea and adjacent waters. 
The Captain of one of them stopped 
a Danish fishing boat, and as his 
men bought fish, told the Danes 
that U-boats would soon be as 
plentiful in those waters 9s fishing 
vessels. It has become evident of 
late that the Germans still place 
strong reliance on the efficacy of 
their submarine warfare. On the 
other hand, Winston Churchill, 
Britain’s pugnacious First Lord of 
the Admiralty, is equally confident 
that he has — the measure of 
the Fuehrer’s U-boats.

Officials in Helsinki, Stockholm 
and Oslo can only regard this at- 
titude as confirmation that the 
Kremlin’s big bad wolf insists on 
either the privilege of terrifying or 
of gobbling up the little Scandina- 
vian pigs separately. 


Outlook Really Grave. 


Coming on top of the Soviet Un- 
ion’s first great war of aggression 
and the imposition of a Hitlerian 
peace settlement—both of these 
equally ruthless in their manner of 
execution—the outlook for the 
three northern democracies has 
become grave indeed. Here, as in 
Finland, people are asking them- 
selves how long the armed truce 
can last and whether Moscow will 
again force them to take up arms 
in self-defense. 

The answers seem to depend 
chiefly on the Kremlin’s time table 
in the game of power politics; and 
after that on events in Rumania 
or Turkey which might temporar- 
ily adjourn or slow down Soviet 
expansion across the northern half 
of the Scandinavian countries, 


However, one fact seems perfect- 


ily clear to all Scandinavians as 
Iwell as to foreign 


observers — 
namely, that the Stalinist dictator-

Yet the Republicans, the would-be saviors of the 
competitive system, are fighting to a man against 
even the most moderate efforts to stem the tide of 
autarchy. 

Bowed under the burden of 65 per cent of the 
world’s monetary gold, possessed of idle potential 


ural, since the peoples of not only Eu- 
rope, but the United States too, who saw 
the results of the last “peace,” are more 
than ever determined that the next will | 
be a lasting peace, at least lasting for | 
more than 20 years. 

Impelled by this desire, Europeans and 
Americans have proposed plans whereby 
they might attain peace. These plans 
take either one of two forms—either to 
obtain peace and security by annihilating 
Germany or by federating Europe. 

In other words, does man have the 

‘ courage to co-operate, or must man stoop 
to the base annihilation of a state—a 
state which he knows will rise again as 
Jong as the people exist—to gain his peace 
and security? 

It is a pretty self-evident right of man- 
kind that he be allowed to maintain for 
himself a fair degree of harmony and that 
the means through which this may be 
gained be administered with reason and 
tempered with tolerance. 

». To gain these ends by subjugation of 
a people does not follow with reason or 
tolerance, but simply mirrors the atti- 
tude that human relations cannot be ade- 
quately controlled, that man is just too 
downright lazy or hesitant to assume the 
responsibilities of new and better things. 

A plan for a federated Europe is not a 
union of all democracies as opposed to 
the union of dictator states, as some peo- 
ple have proposed. The plan must not 
be a defense for any people or nation; 
it must be defense of the rights of man, 
a union for the promotion of higher lev- 
els of living, a union of co-operation, 
a provision for tranquility and harmony 
in human affairs. 

Forces divided as they are now can 
never establish such union, can never 
give such defense or provision. Peace 
and security demand not annihilation 
but union—now.

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THE PRESIDENT’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

In the strongest terms, the White House denies the 
report that President Roosevelt read in advance the 
recent Toronto speech of James H. R. Cromwell, 
Minister to Canada, in which he expressed pro-Ally 
sentiments. For this speech Cromwell was rebuked 
by Secretary Hull. 

Granted that Mr. Roosevelt did not see the speech 
before it was delivered; granted further that he does 
not approve reckless chatter on the part of a diplo- 
mat; the fact remains that the President did appoint 
to an important post a man singularly lacking proper 
qualifications. :

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BRITAIN’S NEW SEA-WAR TACT ICS. 

What is apparently a new phase in the war at sea 
has been opened by the British. in their attacks upon 
German merchant ships. Two freighters have been 
sunk by submarine and a third forced aground by 
warships, in this expansion of efforts to enforce the 
economic blockade. Hitherto, Britain has been con- 
tent to capture ships and confiscate cargoes. 

Berlin’s complaints about these new tactics have a 
peculiarly hollow sound, since what Britain has be- 
gun is merely what the Nazis have been doing ever 
since the war started, not only to enemy merchant 
ships but also those of neutrals. ‘Norway's protest 
against territorial violations will have a more re- 
spectful hearing in the court of world opinion, though 
the Scandinavian nations learned long ago that their 
neutral rights in wartime:are only what the belliger- 
ents choose to recognize. 

As the war goes on, progressive retaliation on both 
sides is inevitable, and new forms of killing and 
destruction are loosed upon the world. The Germans 
now are getting some of their own medicine, » but 
they may be expécted speedily to concoct. another bit- 
ter dose as reprisal.

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SUN SPOTS AND HUMAN BEHAVIOR. 
Perhaps it is no fault of Hitler’s at all that he is

berlain’s ineptness is quite beyond his control. Per- 
haps the French Deputies do not want to vote the 
way they do. Perhaps Europe and the whole world 
are under the domination of forces far beyond the 
power of man. Perhaps all the world’s troubles are 
caused by sun spots. 

There are those who seriously defend this argu- 
ment. The titanic disturbances on the surface of 
the sun, which we describe as spots, produce unex- 
plainable disturbances on the earth, too, they say. 
Communications are interrupted, water levels rise, 
magnetic needles go absolutely balmy—and so do men’s 
minds, they argue. There are cycles of increasing 
and decreasing sun-spot activity. One of these in- 
creasing cycles has been moving toward its climax 
ever since Hitler came to power. 

This sun-spot theory is not to be dismissed lightly 
as a contribution from some crackpot on the lunatic 
fringe. It is too valuable for that. It permits us 
to retain a certain respect for man’s intelligence. 
After all, if men’s minds are subject to these terrific 
cosmic bombardments, if they are unable to function 
properly because of forces beyond their control, then 
we can’t heap'the blame too high. And we can also 
hope that some physicist—in the manner of Buck 
Rogers’ Dr. Heuer—will straighten out all the tan- 
gled affairs of the world at one stroke with some 
super-gadget that he may even now be perfecting 
in his laboratory. After all, isn’t this the Machine 
Age?

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A GREAT PUBLIC ENTERPRISE. 

The public-spirited campaign to lift the Missouri 
judiciary out of party politics moves forward with 
the appointment of Walter G. Staley of Mexico, as 
chairman of the State Campaign Committee of the 
Missouri Institute for the Administration of Justice.

OLL taxes are a menace to free govern- 

ment. I find many people do not even 

understand what a poll tax is, because 
in ‘most states voters merely register, with- 
out any charge. Well, a poll tax is a charge. 
of $1.50 to $2 a year for the right to vote. 

They originally existed in many states, 
but now exist in only eight Southern states. 
I believe my own State of Texas, and every 
other state, should abolish them of their 
own free will. 

There is a bill before Congress now, in- 
troduced by Mr. Geyer of California, for that 
very purpose. I am in favor of that bill, 
and I believe it is entirely constitutional, In 
fact, I believe the Federal Government could 
go much further; that it could abolish poll 
taxes except for party primaries and con- 
ventions. I further believe that although 
the bill may not pass this session of Con- 
gress, that it will sooner or later. And that 
is one reason that the states ought to take 
the initiative to abolish these taxes. 

The poll-tax states are Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Mississippi, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Texas and Virginia. They adopted 
the poll tax in the days after the Civil War 
in an attempt, it is said, to obtain “white 
supremacy.” 

Throughout the United States, in the non- 
poll-tax states, 67 per cent of the total num- 
ber of eligible voters voted in the elections 
of 1936. What happened in the states which 
have poll-tax requirements in 1936? In Ten- 
nessee, 33.5 per cent of the adult population 
voted; in Texas, 26.2 per cent; in Virginia, 
25.7 per cent; in Alabama, 20.4 per cent; in 
Georgia, 19.6 per cent. And so on in de- 
creasing percentages until we come to South 
Carolina, a poll-tax State, in which only 14.1 
per cent of the adult population voted in 
1936. The average in all poll-tax states was 
only 23 per cent. Throughout the United 
States, 67.7 per cent, or about three times as 
many, voted. 

‘f 7 

But, you say, look at the Negroes in these 
poll-tax states; they don’t vote and they 
lower the average. But four Southern states 
do not have poll-tax requirements—North 
48 | Carolina, Florida, Kentucky and West Vir- 
‘ginia. In these four states, the percentage 
of the total population which voted in the 
1936 election was 60 per cent, practically all 
white, The proportional number of actual 
voters per eligible voters in these states was 
nearly as much as in Northern states. 

Would the abolition of the poll tax increase 
the number of voters? In North Carolina, 
when it was abolished, the number of voters 
jumped to about 65 per cent. 

The total vote cast in the presidential elec- 
tion of 1936 in the eight poll-tax states (pop- 
ulation 11,276,000) was 2,457,000, approximate- 
ly the same as that cast by the Democratic 
party alone in the one State of Pennsylvania, 
with. a population of around 5,000,000. 

The poll tax has disfranchised not only 
Negroes, but whites as well. I am opposed 
to such a system. Our democracy can func- 
tion only when the people vote and express 
themselves, 

Let’s see how the poll tax works: In 
Alabama and Georgia, it costs $1.50 a year 
but is cumulative for the entire period of 
lability, 
pay $1.50 for every year he is entitled to 
vote. If he becomes 21 years of age and 
does not-vote until he is 40, then he must 


pay $27.50 to cast his vote, In Mississippi,

the tax is $2 a year, but when a person 
goes to vote, he must have paid the poll tax 
for two years in succession. There are other 
states which require the tax to be cumula- 
tive for at least three years. 

You might say that $1.50 is not too much 
for a person to pay if he wants to vote. But 
according to the President’s Report on Eco- 
nomic Conditions in the South, 1929, the 
Southern farm-owning family had an aver- 
age annual cash income of $186. Remember, 
that is the farm-owning family; but 53 per 
cent of the Southern farm families are ten- 
ants, and their average income is only $73. 

I want to quote what Barry Bingham, 
publisher of the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
said in a speech at Chapel Hill, N. C.: “It 
has been estimated that as may as 64 per 
cent of the white adult voters have been dis- 
franchised in poll-tax states, and in every 
one of these states, more whites than Ne- 
groes are barred from the ballot box by the 
tax.” . 


There is a lot more to the question of the 

Negro than poll taxes alone. We know the 
condition of the Negro in the South is bad, 
from the economic viewpoint. The condition 
of the Negro must be improved before condi- 
tions of the whites can be improved. As 
long as Negroes live ia vile city slums and 
in terrible farm shacks, in the midst of dis- 
ease and poverty and social degradation, 
they will pull the white population down 
with them. 
._. As for social equality, Negroes don’t even 
talk about it. What they want is a chance 
to eat and to live! If a Negro has a job, he 
will be a good citizen; if he has a home and 
health, he will not spread disease among 
other people. To say the least, the Negro 
is entitled to economic justice. 

I appeal to Texas and other Southern 
states to abolish their poll taxes voluntarily, 
and have registration laws like the rest of 
the states. To the South I also say, after 
abolishing this undemocratic poll tax, let’s 
get the people out to vote. And let’s have 
a national psychology, and not a regional 
or sectional psychology. 

The time has come for us Southerners to 
quit thinking about the “poor South” and 
the “damned Yankee”; let’s be good South- 
erners, but also good Yankees. Let's quit 
using the Negro as an excuse for not giving 
justice to the sharecropper and tenant farm- 
er, white or black. Instead, let’s talk about 
building the South, and the whole country. 
talk about people voting and solving 
problems. When only 23 per cent of our 
people vote, let’s recognize that we need 
not be the nation’s No. 1 economic problem, 
but let’s attack problems of education, slums 
and racial relationships as a part of the 
United States. 

Let us demand full justice of the nation, 
including fair freight rates for our prod- 
ucts. But let us not demand the so-called 
advantages of cheap labor or free taxes to 
get industries. 

No section can hope to take its place in 
the nation or to solve its problems until its 
people vote. In a section which disfran-

HONGKONG, March 25 (AP).— 
Chinese reported successes today 
on war fronts as far separated as 
Southern China and Inner Mon- 
golia, in the Far North. 

Near Wuyuan, in Western Sui- 
yuan, they said Chinese troops had 


stopped a Japanese advance in the 
Mongolian province had had seized 
a large quantity of Japanese war 
material, including several field 
pieces and 27 military trucks. 

A Japanese retreat eastward was 
said to have been impeded by de- 
struction by zuerrillars of bridges 
across the Ula River. 

Fighting was reported near the 
Hunan-Hopeh Province border, 
where the Chinese said they were 
resisting a three-pronged Japanese 
attack. 

In the Southern Province of 
Kwangsi, recently the main war 
theater. the center of fighting was 
said to have shifted south of Ling- 
shan where Chinese said a “Jap- 
anese remnant is surrounded.” They 
previously had reported stopping a 
Japanese thrust northeast from 
Lingshan.

CHUNGKING, March 23. 
ESPITE the tension in Europe 
D and Russia’s adventures in Po- 

land and Finland, the stream 
of Russian aid to China is contin- 
uing. Russian trucks driven by 
Russian drivers are still hauling 
arms and ammunition over thou- 
sands of miles of desert and moun- 
tain from the Semi-Palitinsk sta- 
tion on the famous Turksib rail- 
wey down through Chinese Turkes- 
tan, over the Gobi desert, and to 
the Chinese at Lanchow. From 
Lanchow the Chinese take most 


Chungking and distribution in south 
China, or to Sian for distribution 
in north China. 

Narrow-streeted, mud-walled 
Lanchow, capital of Kansu prov- 
ince, China’s salient into the des- 
erts of Central Asia has 100,000 in- 
habitants; but it is one of the most 
important cities of its size in the 
world. Acres of matted woolen 
fleece sun-drying alorig the banks 
of the Yellow River, long pack 
trains of camels hauling in blue 
tins of Russian gasoline, depots 
piled high with bales of wolf, fox 
and marmot skins, all shout Lan- 
chow’s significance. This is Cen- 
tral Asia’s key listening post, where 
all the rumors of Russian, Japanese 
and Chinese policy are first heard 
and embroidered upon. This is the 
meeting place of Soviet and Chinese 
foreign policy—the critical junction 
where the outward flow of China’s 
goods meets the vital flow of war 
supplies that come to her from 
Soviet Russia.

Men and Planes. 


Russia’s help to China has con- 
sisted of men, material and planes. 
Russia has sent a number of mili- 
tary advisers to help the Chinese 
in their problems of war (as have 
the French also) and she has sent 
hundreds of mechanics to service 
the planes that she has flown in. 
The materials that Russia sends to 
China consist mostly of war goods 
—a few pieces of artillery which 
have proved too heavy for use over 
Chinese roads, shells, aerial bombs, 
trucks and gasoline. The amount

Most of all, Russia has 
helped the Chinese air force, con- 
tributing most of the new planes

|war began. The planes are usually 
‘flown in by air, over Soviet Rus- 
sia’s long chain of Asiatic Rus- 
bases, and are delivered to _ the 
Chinese in Central Szechwan Prov- 
ince, the base of Chinese resistance. 

It is true that China is grateful 
for this war aid. With England and 
France engaged in wars of their 
Own, with America far away and 
‘indifferent, China can seek aid 
from no one else but the Russians. 
|The ,democracies’ resolutions and 
‘formal expressions of sympathy 
\stiffen Chinese morale greatly, but, 
‘as one Chinese said to me,only air- 
planes can stiffen an air force. 
| Yet Chinese gratitude to Russia 
is not completely whole-hearted. 


Although many of the common peo- 
ple, and the influential Chinese 
Communist party are thoroughly 
convinced of Russia’s good will, the 
Government. officials and most of 
the educated classes are deeply 
skeptical of the motives behind 
Russia’s help. To them Russia is 
not so much an ally in need as a 
potential threat. Distrust rather 
than friendship dominates their 


attitude to the Spviets. 


China Is Paying. 
They know that what Russia is 
doing for China is not done solely, 
if at all, out of motives of good fel- 
lowship. Every Japanese plane shot 
down in China, every Japanese sol- 
dier put out of action means one 
less potential enemy for the Red 
army. And furthermore—for what 
China is getting from Russia, she is 
paying. The Chinese Foreign Trade 
Commission is collecting in the 
northwest for shipment to Russia 
millions of dollars’ worth of furs, 
sheepskin and wool. China is ship- 
ping to Russia by. land and sea 
wood-oil, brick, tea and tungsten 
ore, one of the essential ingredients 
of modern arms. 
The Russian invasion of Poland 
and Finland has profoundly 
shocked the body of Chinese in- 
tellectuals who can see little dif- 
ference between these invasions 
and Russian statements and the 
invasion of their own country by 
the Japanese and the excuses of- 
fered. These opinions they can 
express only in private since of- 
ficially their Government is on 
terms of greatest friendship with 
Russia; and they realize that at 
the present moment it is essential 
that this friendship be maintained. 
The reasons that compel the 
Chinese to keep on good terms 
with the Russians are not hard to 
discover. First, the influential 
Chinese Communist party and the 
famous Chinese communist Eighth 
Route Army would deeply resent 
any break with the Soviets. Sec- 
ondly, the aid that Russia sends— 
though it is only a fractional por- 
tion of the aid that comes in 
through the southwest—is of great- 
est importance to that key arm 
of military power, the air force. 
And lastly, by a change of diplo- 
matic front, Russia could torpedo 
Chinese resistance in Central Asia 
in a few months, | 

It is this last reason that is most 
important of all in the calculations 
of .Chinese Government officials. 
Should Russia come to some sud- 
den agreement with Japan as she 
did with Germany last August, the 
Chinese would be dealt a body 
blow. If the Japanese could secure 
a promise of a hands-off attitude 
from Russia they could transfer 
their crack Manchurian reserves 
that are held along the Russian 
border to the Central China battle- 
field and probably drive home the 
killing punch. At all costs, the 
Chinese Government believes, Rus- 
sia must not be led to any under- 
standing with Japan. That would 
be fatal. 

With England, France and Amer- 
ica all adopting an increasingly 
bitter anti-Soviet stand, pressure is 


being exerted upon the Chinese to! 


break with the Russians. Allied 
diplomats are in Chungking now 
insisting that China restrict the 
supply of the vital tungsten ore to 
Soviet Russia; on the other hand 
Russia is promising China credits 
to the extent of 10 times the ore 
imported. China can afford to of- 
fend neither; but whatever she de- 
cides, she must offend one or the 
other.

BERLIN, March 25 (AP)..— Of- 
ficial German allegations of allied 
violation of Netherlands territory 
in aerial reconnaissance and of 
British violation of Danish and 
Norwegian territoria) waters shared 
attention today with a renewed 
declaration of Germany’s deter- 
mination to conquer. 

“The struggle will continue un- 
til Germany emerges victorious and 
Britain and France are prostrated,” 
Robert Ley, Nazi trade union com- 


missioner, told soldiers and labor 
corps yesterday at a camp not far 
from the western front. 

He declared Germany to be con- 
fident that her “superiority is be- 
yond description” and said that her 
enemies are becoming nervous and 
restless to the point of “behaving 
like hysterical women.” 

DNB, the official news agency, 
announced that the 2189-ton Ger- 
man steamer Edmund Hugo 
Stinnes was attacked and sunk in 
Danish territorial waters by a Brit- 
ish submarine which opened gun- 
fire before the crew had time to 
take to the boats. 

The news agency cited three 
other cases in which it said Brit- 
ish destroyers had “disregarded” 
Norwegian ‘neutrality by “molest- 
ing” German merchantmen in Nor- 
wegian territorial waters. Through 
skillful maneuvering and the aid 
of Norwegian costal patrols, the 
agency said, the German ships es- 
caped capture. 

From the high command came 
the charge yesterday that allied

This raised their membership in 
the House to 169. Théy have 
picked up another seat in Ohio. 
Assuming they hold the seats they 
now have, 48 more will give them 
a majority of the House, or 218 in 
a total membership of 435. 


Now in 1938, according to the 
tables of the Republican Congres- 
sional Campaign Committee, there 
were 70 districts, in addition to the 
one just captured in Ohio, where 
the Republican - candidate failed 
to win but got 43 per cent or 
more of the total vote. There are 
some 30 other districts where the 
Republican candidate got close to 
40 per cent of the total—a: little 
to one side or the other. There 
are thus 100 districts now repre- 
sented by Democrats which the 
Republicans regard as highly prom- 
ising fighting ground, 

A 7 per cent increase throughout 
the closest 70 districtse—the same 
that they got in the two Ohio dis- 
tricts—would give the Republicans 
the House by a margin of 22. 


The results in the equation is the 
extent to which the Ohio results re- 
flect a general condition.

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—Tentative plans for linking major 
utility systems of the East and 
midwest through construction of 
high power electric transmission 
lines have been submitted to about 
20 major utility companies by the 
National Power Policy Committee. 
The plans, Interior Department 
officials said today, were continua- 
tions of. discussions started last 
December, when Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes called on the major 
electric utilities to put themselves 
in condition and “be equipped with 
reasonable reserves so as not to 
be unprepared in any contingency.” 
The last plan submitted at a 
conference in New York, March 12, 
between a subcommittee of the 
Power Policy Committee composed 
of Leland Olds, chairman of the 
Federal Power Commission; Ben 
Cohen, counsel for the committee, 
and E, F. Scattergood, technical ad- 
viser, contemplated the construction 
of a transmission system linking 
New York and all the important in- 
dustrial centers of the Atlantic 
Coast, New England and the mid- 
west. 
It was said also the tentative 
outline submitted to the power 
companies had not advanced to a 
point where legislation had been 
drawn up to carry it into effect. 
The linking of cities in a grid 
system would connect such impor- 
tant centers as the following: 
Washington, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, New York, Bridgeport and 
Boston.

IN COLD WITH 30-MILE WIND

Copies of “Statement of Con- 
viction” to Be Distributed in 
St. Louis Churches. 


Copies of a “statement of convic- 
tion” signed by leading St. Louis 
and Missouri clergymen will be dis- 
sributed in churches here next Sun- 
day. The statement will be used. 
also in regional meetings set for 
April 5, under auspices of the 
Peace Action Committee, with 
headquarters at 753 Clark avenue, 
Webster Groves. 

The “statement of conviction” 
was prepared on the basis of dis- 
cussions at a clergymen’s confer- 
ence held here in January. 

“Renunciation of war is not 
enough,” the statement declares. 
“There is a growing fatigue for the 
kind of statement which simply 
decries as evil an institution ex- 
isting in the world, without im- 
plementing our opposition and 
showing another way. 

“There are gloriously high mo- 
tives for remaining out of foreign 
wars. If we, in fearful self-in- 
terest, maintain a sterile neutral- 
ity, the world has not gained. If 
we, in courageous self-restraint, re- 
main at peace and call, call, and 
call again to the nations to cease 
the battle and return to the only 
course which can solve problems, 
the world has gained much. Ameri- 
ca sells her right to summon the 
nations to a conference table if 
she. too, becomes involved in 
slaughter and hatred. America was 
unable to be uncompromising at 
Versailles, since we too had be- 
come involved in the universal sin. 

“We favor a neutrality bill 
which will }sevent the economy of 
the country from becoming depend- 
ent on war and the continuance of 
war. We favor a neutrality law 
which will prevent American in- 
dustry from seeking profits in con- 
flicts of other powers. We favor 
a neutrality law which will reduce 
to a minimum the incidents which 
come from the trading of Ameri- 
can ships with warring nations, 
and subsequent injury to our citi- 
gens. We favor a neutrality law 


which will prevent trade with bel-| 


ligerent nations on a credit basis, 
or the floating of loans in this 
country. 

“We believe that the United 
States must be prepared to sacri- 
fice such commercial advantages as 
depend upon military force and 
work for security for all nations 
and, therefore, for us. 

“Modern warfare has become so 
destructive and is so inconsistent 
with moral principles that it is 
almost impossible to discover in- 
stances in which military action ac- 
tually has defended any moral 
Values. . 

“The only conceivable circum- 
stances in which the use of mili- 


tary force might be excusable is 
the actual repelling of attacking 
forces on our nation or its immedi- 


ate waters.”

HERE are no questions I like 
Te answer better than those sent 

by young people. One today, 
from a group of high school girls, 
concerns the unending problem of 
almost every girl who has no boy 
friend upon whom she can count 
to take her to a dance. The pres- 
ent question is about the regular 
school dances to which not more 
than half of the girls are able to 
go because the boys, thinking it 
too much trouble to ask the girls, 
go by themselves. The spokesman 
for the girls asks, “What do you 
suggest that we do? And do you 
know how this same situation is 
handled in other sections of the 
country?” 

In the first place, making the 
school dance a success is certainly 
just as much an obligation of the 
girls as it is of the boys. And as 
a school activity, there should be 
no need for a boy’s assistance to 
get to school at any time, But if 
there is an attitude at your school 
that considers it improper that the 
girls go by themselves, or perhaps 
in groups together, then why not 
discuss this with the teachers who 
are your class advisers? If they 
agree to the suggestion, it could be 
announced at assembly that all the 
girls are expected to come whether 
they come with boys or not, be- 
cause the school would like a full 
attendance. 

No plan is better at the dance 
than for the girls to sit in groups 
of their own particular friends. 
And to make it a practice after 
each dance to. return to their 
group. Often a boy is wary about 
asking a girl to dance because if 
no one cuts in he is practically 
marooned with her for the whole 
of the evening. But the girls might 
devise a group of their own which 
practically counterbalances . the 
stag line. Long ago this used to 
be called “The Dump”—this name 
given in affection, not in derision. 
It solved, as nothing ever has since, 
the popularity of 90 per cent (in- 
stead of 9 per cent) of the girls 
at dances. 

In the last edition of my book, 
I have urged the revival of this 
practical solution to the clinging- 
vine situation because it will en- 
able the boys to bring partners 
back to their friends as soon as 
they stop dancing, without being 
considered rude. This plan must,

Rest the right hand, 
palm down, lightly on the forehead. 
With the first and second fingers 
press just under the eyebrows. 
Then pull gently upward to the 
hairline with the fingertips.

Now, another. finger exercise.

The Aging Eye 
And What Can. 
Be Done for It

AN anything be done to hold 
(Cor: the advance of disability in 
the aging eye? 


In the course of routine eye tests 
at the Hastings State Hospital in 
Michigan, it was found that in mid- 
dle-aged patients clouding of the 
chambers of the eye, associated 
with impaired vision, is frequent. 
This may possibly be a precursor 
of cataract. It may complicate sim- 
ple presbyopia, or old-age eye. 

Observations upon groups of 
these patients showed that there 
was a vitamin C deficiency in the 
particular group that had optical 
opacity. In these cases massive 
daily doses of ascorbic acid (Vita- 
min C) concentrate were given by 
mouth for eight weeks. Improve- 
ment of eyesight in 60 per cent of 
these treated patients was seen. 
Marked improvement sets in within 
the first two weeks of treatment. 

Actual cataracts were not af- 
fected by this method of treatment, 
all improvements being due to 
clearing of the optic media. 

Vitamin C is present in orange 
and tomato juice and other fresh 
fruits. The study would suggest 
the value of large doses of fresh 
fruits in such conditions.

FOR THOSE working at jndoor 
occupations, what is the proper 
temperature of the drinking wa- 
ter? 


Americans are used to much 
colder drinking water than people 
in other countries. Those in in- 
dustry find that if they furnish 
water at the temperature of 468 
degrees Farenheit, it is objected 
to as too tepid. On the other 
hand, there is a prejudice against 
the use of water that is too cold, 
or ice water. 

There is no reliable evidence that 
ice water causes any injury to the 
alimentary tract or any part of the 
body. If taken during a meal, it 


‘probably slows down digestion, but 


this only for a few minutes. If 
taken in large quantities, three or 
four glasses, water near the tem- 
perature of ice may cause a spasm 
of the throat, as well as of the 
stomach; even acute dilatation of 
the stomach has been reported. 
However, ‘this depends a good deal 
on individual idiosyncrasy. We eat 
ice cream with benefit and the

OMEWHERE I read a story about a little bird. The bird’s

Or another way is to melt 
pure tallow and pour it over the ink spot while it is hot. Re- 
move tallow by dipping in hot water; repeat this if necessary. 
This method is used by many cleaners and will not injure 
your fabric.

FACES STAND OUT IN THE PICTURE

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25. 

HE Federal Government has 

made a full-length feature mo- 

tion picture which is being 
shown at regular prices in a Broad- 
way theater in New York. This is 
the first time that the Government 
has ventured beyond “shorts” and 
special subjects. Called “The Fight 
for Life,” the picture was adapted 
from the book of the same name 
by Paul de Kruif. 

It was filmed in Chicago and 
Hollywood by the United States 
Film Service, which has finally 
after much bureaucratic pulling and 
hauling been assigned to the Fed- 
eral Security Administration. “The 
Fight for Life” was written, direct- 
ed and produced by Pare Lorentz, 
who is also the director of the 
United States Film Service. 


Using the simplest material, care- 
fully avoiding any of Hollywood’s 
spectacular effeets, “The Fight for 
Life” is a moving and highly dra- 
matic presentation of the struggle 
to save the lives of women and 
children at childbirth in a complex 
society in which there are slums 
and desperate poverty. In many 
respects the picture is more suc- 
cessful than the two shorter films 
Lorentz made for the Government, 
“The Plow That Broke the Plains” 
and “The River.” It is obvious that 
he has a genius for the technique 
of the motion picture, for the cam- 
era and people and things in front 
of the camera. Quite understand- 
ably Hollywood has _ repeatedly 
made handsome offers to this fierce- 
ly earnest young man. 

Just now the film service is a 
little apprehensive over the recep- 
tion of the new picture by gen- 
eral audiences. It has a powerful 
impact. Without recourse to sen- 
sationalism, Director Lorentz has 
made the moral of America’s high 
rate of mortality at childbirth 
abundantly clear. The New York 


showing is in a sense a test run 
to determine whether the picture 
shall be offered to general audi- 
ences. The hope is, of course, that 
it will be widely shown in movie 
houses all over the country, as was 
“The River.” 


“The Fight for Life” begins in 
the delivery room of a large mod- 
ern hospital. A young intern is 
delivering a child with all the aids 
of the most advanced medical sci- 
ence. The child is born under 
seemingly normal circumstances, 
Yet within a brief time the mother 
dies while still on the delivery 
table. 


Young Dr. Ballou goes out into 
the rainy night oppressed by this 
tragedy. As he walks along the 
empty streets, a small, helpless fig- 
ure, the audience hears what is 
going through his mind, a soliloquy 
that is paced to the gloomy tempo 
of his walk. Why has this hap- 
pened, he demands of himself. 
This use of the soliloquy is a new 


and highly effective contribution 


to screen technique which future 
directors are likely to adapt to 
their own uses. 


Dr. Ballou goes for advice to his 
old teacher, who urges him to enter 
the Chicago maternity health center 
in order that he may get the widest 
possible range of experience. The 
rest of the picture deals with the 
work of the center, showing very 
simply and without any superfluous 
“drama” thrown in, the struggle to 
gave mothers and children who go 
through the ordeal of childbirth 
under slum conditions. 


Once again Lorentz makes use 
of something like the soliloquy. Dr. 
Ballou and two older doctors from 
the medical center are walking 
away from the tenement room of 
a mother over whom they have 
worked all night long. Dr, Ballou 
speaks in bitter rebellion against

poverty and squalor that they must 
combat, but his face is not seen 
in close-up—the camera follows the 
three men from some distance, with 
slums and tumble-down shacks in 
the background, and the. voice 
seems to come almost disembodied. 
Again this device is enormously ef- 
fective. 

Most of the actors in “The Fight 
for Life” are actual patients at 
the maternity center. For the prin- 
scenes professionals were 
used. Myron McCormick is the 
young intern. Will Geer, the cur- 
rent Jeeter Lester in “Tobacco 
Road,” plays the part of one of 
the older doctors. Incidental music 
for the picture was written by 
Louis Gruenberg. This is espe- 
cially effective in the childbirth 
scenes when it is related to the 
tempo of the pulse. As in Lorentz’s 
earlier pictures, faces stand out, 
faces with character, people not 
“acting” but inherently dramatic. 

x * * 

HE cost of this first full-length 
T Government film has not .yet 

been allocated, according to 
Film Service officials. Part of the 
cost will be assigned to later pic- 
tures, since a great deal of footage 
was taken which eventually will be 
used in a picture on housing. 


Two other distinguished directors 
are now working for the United 
States Film Service. Joris Ivens is 
making a film that has been tenta- 
tively called “Power and the Land.” 
It is to be a three-reeler, made with 
an estimated $20,000 supplied by 
the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration. Ivens, who recently came 
to this country from Holland, made 
a brilliant film for The Netherlands 
Government on the reclamation of 
the Zuider Sea. Later he made a 
picture in Loyalist Spain. 


Robert Fiaherty, who has pro- 


duced some of the most important 
documentary films of the past dec- 
ade, is working on a film called, for 
script purposes at any rate, “The 
Land.” It is to be a panorama of 
the American earth and what has 
happened to it with civilization. This, 
too, is now planned as a three-reel- 
er. Among other films, Flaherty 
made “Elephant Boy,” starring 
Sabu, a picture which was very 
successful. 


So BR 
HILE seasonal conditions have 
W temporarily halted production, 
Lorentz is going ahead with a 
second full-length film to deal with 
the subject of industrial unemploy- 
ment, particularly in its techno- 
logical phase. In its implications 
this will naturally cover a field 
perhaps even broader than “The 
Fight For Life.” It will be fi- 
nanced by the Works Division of 
the Security Administration, The 
aim is to show what unemployment 

really is, in human terms. 


Great Britain, France, Germany 
and Russia and many other coun- 
tries have been busily making such 
documentary films for a decade or 
more. The British have in fact 
made more than 250 documentaries, 
including “The Face of Britain” 
and “Night Mail” by Paul Rotha 
and “Industrial Britain” by Fla- 
herty, who is generally regarded as 
the orginator of the documentary 
form. 

Lorentz believes in the possibili- 
ties of the documentary film—the 
film of ideas—with a passionate 
intensity. He has fought red tape, 
bureaucracy and indifference for 
four years to be able to apply his 
own ideas of motion picture tech- 
nique in the making of significant 
documentary films. When Rexford 
G. Tugwell was head of the old 
Rural Resettlement Administration, 
he gave Lorentz his first opportu- 
nity. For the first time the Gov- 
ernment employed a skilled pro- 
ducer to take charge of the entire 
production from filming it to scor- 
ing it with. sound. Until this de- 
patture Government departments, 
such as Interior and Agriculture, 
had relied upon experts in various 
fields to direct camera and labora- 


tory technicians in the making of 
simple expository pictures. / 

Lorentz first wrote a Acript—a 
scenario—showing what/ had hap- 
pened to Western grasslands under 
pioneer plows. Nexte hired three 
camera men and went on location 
in the Panhandle/of Texas, in Ne- 
braska, Wyoming, Montana, Okla- 
homa and California. His actors 
were native types he found in the 
Western states. The shooting of 
“The Plow” completed, Lorentz’s 
next job was “The River.” 


Like “The Plow,” it presented a 
closely knit story, starting with the 
drops of rain that fall in northern 
headwaters of the Mississippi and 
ending with some extraordinary 
shots of a poor white family in the 
Deep South, a family of half-starved 
tenant farmers in the eroded cot- 
ton country. “The River” has al- 
ready been shown in some 5000 
theaters in every part of the coun- 
try. At a first-run house on Broad- 
way it was held over for a number 
of weeks. There is still a demand 
for it from exhibitors. Like “The 
Plow,” it is offered free, but the 
booking in this instance has been 
handled by Paramount. 


The new movie unit has gone a 
long way toward co-ordinating the 
Government’s diverse film activi- 
ties. Fifteen of its agencies now 
either make and distribute or con- 
tract for and distribute motion pic- 
tures. And within these agencies 
perhaps two. or three bureaus and 
divisions have their own motion 
picture projects. For example, in 
the Department of Justice, the Bu- 
reau of Prisons and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation both make 
extensive use of educational films. 
An effort is being made to put all 
this activity on some sort of stand- 
ardized basis after determining the 
most efficient and economical way 
to produce and distribute Govern- 
ment films. 


That is the practical, routine 
side. On the creative side, three 
top-ranking directors are at work 
on significant and exciting pictures 
for the Government. A _ develop- 
ment that was more or less inci- 
dental is becoming a _ recognized 
and important function.

HERE are a great many “tricks 
Tor the trade” with which an 

astute defender can make a de- 
clarer’s lot very unhappy. Paradoz- 
ically enough, 
which have a much better chance 
for success against a good than 
against a bad player. In today’s 
hand, the object of a defender’s 
play was to frighten the declarer 
away from his normal line of pro- 
cedure, into the only alternate—a 
squeeze play (which the defender 
knew would not succeed). Obvi- 
ously, this could not have been 
done if the declarer had not known 
enough to try for a squeeze.

Needless to say, the bidding, 
ticularly on North's part, was wild- 
ly optimistic. Not satisfied with 
his free jump bid over West’s one 
heart, he later jumped again to 
four no trump. South could hardly 
be blamed, facing such powerful 
bidding, for contracting for 4 grand 
slam. 

West opened the queen of hearts 
and, when declarer saw the dummy, 
he felt none too happy. It was im- 
mediately apparent that a success- 
ful spade finesse would be vital and, 
further than that, if the opponents’ 
trumps should fail to drop in two 
leads, disposition of South’s fourth 
spade would have to be made un- 
less the spades also broke 3-3. 

Dummy’s heart king won the first 
lead and two rounds, the ace and 
king of trumps, followed, West 
showing out on the second round. 
Dummy’s ace of spades was then 
played, and a small spade returned 
toward the closed hand. 

East had formed a very shrewd 
picture of South’s hand and could 
see exactly what was coming. De- 
clarer was marked with at least 
four spades from. his bid and, 
whether or not he could utilize dum- 
my’s other heart honor for discard- 
ing purposes, would be obliged to 
take the spade finesse. There was 
nothing to lose, then, by presenting 
him with the spade queen gratuit- 
ously. It might very well throw him 
off on his “count” of the defend- 
ers’ hands and force him to a los- 
ing line of play. 

So East tossed the spade queen 
on the second lead of that suit and 
the declarer was both pleased and 
disappointed. Since East had a 
trump left, it would be‘highly dan- 
gerous to lay down the spade jack 
with the object of ruffing the 
fourth spade with dummy’s high 
nine of trumps. There was, how- 
ever, an excellent line open if, as it 
appeared, West had the two re- 
maining spades and (from his open- 
ing lead) the J-10 of hearts. In 
that event, he could be, squeezed 
out of one suit stopper or the oth- 
er, “easy as pie.” 

So declarer confidently drew 
trumps and went after the squeeze. 
His disgust at finding that Hast 
had “talked him out” of the winning 
line of play (leading the spade jack 
and ruffing the last spade) had to 
be seen to be appreciated.
